Letter from Japan 
(continued) 

On Aucust Sth, 1950, 1 was trans- 

ferred to the Hiroshima and Yama- 
shima Prefectures, with district head- 
quarters in the city of Hiroshima, and 
so leaving the Northern Island on this 
day I arrived at my destination on 
August 15, to commence my new 
duties. 
This opportunity to labor the latter 
part of my misssion In Hiroshima has 
been my desire ever since my arrival 
in the mission field, this being the 
place where my parents were born 
and raised. The city hasn't been open- 
ed to missionary work before, as the 
missisonaries time had to be spent 
in Yamaguchi Prefecture, so my com- 
panion and I had to start from scratch 
to open the city for various meeings. 
Since Hiroshima was bombed by the 
atom bomb, completely destroying the 
city, other Christian Churches came 
in to establish schools, churches, hos- 
pitals, ete, in a once strong Buddhist 
centre, With these factors to com- 
pete with, the work so far has been 
trying and discouraging. However, we 
have formed a nucleus, and it is be- 
ginning to grow in leaps and bounds, 
and within the short time that the 
misssion had been open here, we had 
two baptized into the church on Octob- 
er 1, 1950. The message that the mis- 
sionaries are carrying to the people 
is the gospel of repentence and bap- 
tism, and the acceptance of the Book 
of Mormon to be the word of God. 
The results show the speed with 
which these people have accepted our 
message. The areas in Hiroshima, and 
Yamaguchi particularly the 
Blood of type, more than 
the people found in the southern part 
of Japan

A good many voluntarily repatri- 
ated nationals and Niseis from Amert- 
ea, and Canada, are found in this part, 
especially in the city of Hiroshima, 
In my limited association with them 
thus far they all regret the mistake 
they made in coming back to Japan, 
denouncing their birthright and. citt- 
zenship and freedom which they en- 
joyed. The majority of them contri- 
bute the mistake to the  feudalisice 
and principals to which their 
parents held fast. This was their re- 
ligion, the principals of Buddhism. 
Today Buddhism is changing to fit the 
of the people, and with the 
change, the younger generation par- 
ticularly have come to a realfzation 
that the teachings of Buddhism are 
precepts of man and not of gods’ Con- 
sequently Buddha or Oshaka-Sama is 
not a god as they once were led to 
believe. They find the teachings of 
Christ somewhat similar to Buddha, 
but the fundamental principal that dif- 
ferrs, is the difference between a liv- 
ing God and an idol, What percentage 
of the world today worship a Living 
God, with body, parts and passion, and 
what a great blessing this is for those 
that have this conviction, with an 
added testimony that the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ has been restored through 
a Latter Day Prophet.
